News comes from Fort Chipewyan 
that a-man named John Arnott was 
frozen to death about the 1Zth March. 

It appears that the unfortunate ni 
who lived at Chipewyan had gone to 
visit his nets, which were set under the 
ice near the Big Island, some 18 miles 
from the post, A violent storm came 
on in which the returning fisherman 
evidently missed his way. 

The H. B. Company’s fisherman re- 
turning on Saturday, 15th, having no 
news of Arnott it was apparent that 
the man was lost, Search parties were 
organized by Constable Pedley, of the 
N.:W. M. P., and eigunt dog trainis 
started cut, on Sunday, 15th, It was 
not, however, until five days after 
Arnott had isft his house that the 
body was found, frozex solid, on the ice, 
about four miles from the post, and 


; two miles off shore, lying near his 


sleigh, the dogs having remained near 
their master. Though there were fish 
on the sleigh, these faithful animals 
had not touched them.

Parliament. 


Euiletin correspondence. 
Ottawa, April 5. 

Coztrary to expectations the debate 
on the budget did not conclude immed- 
iately after the E,yster adjournment. 
Instead, it is dragging somewhat wear- 
ily a'ong and wili not be concluded un- 
til sometime next week, probat!y Wed- 
reediy night. No vew features have 
been added. The census has come in 
for a large share of discussion and ex- 
planation, and the fact has been 
brought out, as never before, that the 
reason oi Canada’s comparatively slow 
increase of population is the immense 
emigration which has been, and is stil}, 
going on to the United States. The 
principal difference between the conci- 
tions prevailing bow and a few years 
ago is, that whereas in the former 
period Ontario contributed as largely 
to the exodus as did Quebec and the 
Macitime Provinces, to-day the over- 
flow of population from Ontario ‘has 
been large'y turned into the Northwest 
while that of Quebec and the Maritime 
Provinces to the United States still 
continues very large. No dorbt the re- 
ports of western progress have attract 
ed an increased number f1om the more 
easterly provinces, but still the rush 
from those provinces to the States is 
almost as lirge, and in the case of 
Quebec is said to be even larger, than 
ever. It is bad that Canada should 
have lost so many of her people to the 
United States. It is worse that noth- 
ing has been done to prevent this loss. 
Aud it is Still worse that so far there 
is no pro-pect of anything being done. 
However, it is a step in advance that 
the Canadian public and Canadian pub- 
lic men have at last recognized where- 
in the great detriment to the country 
lies. Having admitted »nd located the 
evil, the next step is to provide a 
remedy, which no doubt will come in 
due course. Tt is a thousand pities 
that it cannot come at once. the pres- 
ent condition, however, is a very great 
improvement over ihat prevailing a 
few years ago, when there was a uni- 
versal conspiracy of silence in Canada 
on the subject of the cancer that was 
eating out itis heart and life, and blast- 
irg all prospects of present improve- 
ment and future greatness. 

While the loss of our own population 
in the East is being deplored, attention 
is also being turned to the gains from 
outside sources of our population in the 
“West. While everyone must regard 
the present progress of the West as 
eminently satisfactory, it is becoming 
clear to the eastern mind that the 
present great and increasing inflow of 
people into Manitoba and the Territor- 
ies must carry with it very far-reach- 
ing cesu'ts. There is room for more 
people in the West than in the east, 
At the rate they are coming in it is 
only a matter of a few years when 
their influence in Canadian affairs will 
be overwhelming, and even the most 
easterly and loval of our periple recog- 
nize that the future of the politica] in- 
stitutions and social systems of all 
Canada depends largely upon the char- 
acter of the immigration into the 
West. Had we in western Canada to- 
day the million of Canadians now liy- 
ing in the United States there would 
fe no such danger to our political in- 
stitutions and social system as now 
exists, and it is in the fact that the 
flow from the United States to Can- 
ada islargely composed of ¢x-Canadians 
that our best assurance lies for the 
maintenance and improyement of ex- 
isting conditions. It is spoken of as 
something to be wondered at that 
there is a prospective movement of fif- 
ty thousand people from the United 


States to the Canadian West during | 
| 


the current year; but this is very lit- 
tle more than getting back our own, 
for during the past thirty years the 
returos of the United States census, 
verified unfortunately by the Canadian 
ceusus, indicates that Canada has sent 
to the United States not less than thir- 
ty thousand and possibly fifty thous- 
and in each of the past thirty years. 
If this fact could be 


it wouid be the ground plan of a policy 
upoi which to work out the greatness 
which the vast extent and unlimited 
resources of our country makes pos- 
sible. Hhe ventilation of the facts in 
parliament during the budget debate 
cannot have other than a good effect. 

The stvffog of the census returns 
of '91 has attracted a good deal of at- 
tentior. Yeoterd.y afternooa th» Hin. 
Mr. Wisher gave the results of an in- 
vestigation caused to be held by him 
through the agency of the Rev.. Father 
Morin. as to the count in the county of 
Jolliette in 91. Asa result of his in- 
vestigaiion he was able to give in- 
stances of family after family by name 
who had not been in the county for 
from five to twenty yeans previous to 
the takisg of that census, who. were 
counted with their children, names and 
ages given, us residents of Canada. 
Some of the instances were most ludi- 
crous. One man and his wife were 
credited with eighteen children, the 
parents not having resided in Canada 
since their marriage. 

On Thursday evening, Seott, liberal, 
West Assiniboia, spoke, and while ac- 
cepting tbe present tariff as a com- 
promise, warned thit (government 
against a general increase of duties 
under any proposed revision. He ob- 
jected particularly to an imposition of 
duty on lumber, showing that the ex- 
ports of lumber so ta rgely exceeded the 
imports that the industry was not in 
need of protection, while the imposition 
of a duty would result in increased 
cost to the Canadian consumer. 

Reche, consérvative, Marquette, con- 
tribuied by all odds the bast speech 
made on the conservative side during 
the debate, and the best he has made 
since coming into the House in 96. 
While on the attack he was mosi effec. 
tive but his defence was decidedly 
weak. That is to say, when he em- 
phasized the failure of the government 
to reduce expenditure or to fulfil the 
promises as to reduction of the tariff, 
he was certainly logical, But when he 
attempted to justify his preposed vote 
im support of the protective resolution 
of his leader by arguing that the reso- 
lution did not necess“rily mean an in- 
crease of duties but was merely a de- 
finite declaration of policy, he was 
decidedly weak. With all his clever- 
ness in argument it was still plain 
that it is impossible for a western man 
to support high protective duties in 
favor of manufactures such as_ the 
manufacturers are cailing for, and re- 
tain the support of his constituency. 
Mhis seems to be taken for granted in 
the House. The West is recognized as 
standing for low tari?f. but the prac- 
tical coajition between protectionists, 
—conservative and liberai—in the easi 
practically places ther in command of 
the Houseé—a condition which they can 
only be ex 
not later than next session, as fore- 
shadowed by the finance minister.

N. W. T.—Taxation of Railway Lands 
—C. P. R. Land Grant. 


Mr. Oliver, asked; 

What measures, if any, have been 
taken hy the government to submit 
the question of the termination of the 
exemption from taxation of the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway land grant to the 
courts ? 

The Minister of the Interior (Hon. 
Clifford Sifton). A memprandym was 
submitted to ths deputy minister of 
justice on the 7th of October last, ask- 
ing that steps-should be taken for the 
purpose of having the question refer- 
red to determined by the courts. A 
variety of detailed information was re- 
quired by the department of justice be- 
fore the matter could be fully consid 
ered, and the method of submitting the 
question decided upon, and some delay 
necessarily took place. It was finally 
concluded that the question could best 
be settled by bringing about a suit 
between a local municipality and the 
railway company, which would conisti- 
tute a test case. The land commis- 
sioner of the department of the inter- 
ior and the deputy ministert of justice 
are making arrangements to bring this 
about. 

E African war—Purchase of Hor- 
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ses in North-Western Canad. 

Mr. Oliver, asked; 

Has the government any information 
as to its being the intention cf the war 
office to purchase horses in Northwest- 
ern Canada during the coming sum- 
mer ? 

The Minister of Agriculture (Hon. 
Sydney Fisher). The government has 
no official information in regard to 
this matter, but it is a matter of pub- 
lic notoriety that the war office is 
purchasing horses in Canada at the 
present time for South Africa through 
its Officer, Col. Dent, and that officer 
has expressed the expectation of pur- 
chasing horses in the Northwest Ter- 


ritories during the coming summer.

Ottawa, April 9.—Orders :

the, recruiting of the fourth coxtin- 
gent. In Manitoba recruiting will 
start April 24, in the Territories and 
British Columbia, April 24, and in 
the eastern provinces April 15. 

The enlisting points are as follows;
